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REPORT OF FIRE WARDEN FOR 1941 





During the past year there has been few forest fires 
in Meredith, but this is no reason that we should not 
use due care in the coming year in burning, and in pre- 
vention and removal of all unnecessary fire hazards. 
In this connection, I still want to express the import- 
ance of obtaining permits before any burning takes 
place in or near woodlands, or where the fire may be 
communicated to woodlands and also emphasize the 
provisions of the law relative to personal liability for 
damage caused by burning. 

A quantity of fire fighting equipment, together, with 
the fire department equipment, is stored at the fire 
house and is always ready for immediate use. Below 
is a list of equipment and an additional list reeommend- 
ed to bring our forest fire equipment to minimum re- 
quirements. These tools are still available from the 
State on a 50-50 basis. It should be borne in mind that 
it is going to be very difficult to obtain tools and equip- 
ment after the present supply is exhausted and certain- 
ly they can not be purchased at the exceptionally low 
prices now available. 

I want to express appreciation for the cooperation of 
town officials, firemen, deputy wardens and townspeople 
in the control of fires and urge the continuation of this 
and in keeping the fire damage and consequent expense 
at the lowest possible amount for the coming year.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Schools in War Time 


In many ways, the fact of a nation at war affects our 
public schools. Two of the most important ways are 
dealt with in this report: (1) Civilian defense prepara- 
tions. (2) Effect on regular school work. ? 


Civilian Defense 


Our location, some distance from large cities and 
factories, makes air raids seem unlikely. The results 
of surprise attacks in other parts of the world, however, 
makes preparedness by all civilians the only sensible 
course in this war. The practice of air raid drills is be- 
ing held in all schools, that it may become a matter of 
regular routine. Each school is provided with the equip- 
ment suggested by state authorities for fighting incen- 
diary fires. Special attention is given to first aid equip- 
ment and instruction. The State Police are cooperating 
in a plan of finger printing all children in the state to 
aid in identifying any who might be separated from 
their parents. 


Effect On Regular School Work 


Greater interest is shown in geography and current 
events. Our pupils are becoming “map conscious” as 
they listen to radio news and read their weekly news- 
papers. Some pupils are knitting for the Junior Red. 
Cross, working on squares which will be made into 
afghans. More attention than ever is given to a study 
of our American neighbors, including Canada, as well 
as Central and South America. A number of our schools 
report a 100 percent membership in the Junior Red 
Cross. | | 

The need of investing a part of our savings in De- 
fense Stamps is emphasized. Much stress is put upon 
the need of conservation of all materials—rubber eras- 
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ers for pencils will be very hard to get; all supplies are 
much higher in price, therefore must be used to best 
advantage and nothing wasted. 


Visual Education 


Several times during the year our pupils have had the 
privilege of using one of the most useful and modern of 
educational devices, the sound motion picture projector. 
Films on various topics connected with geography, 
science, music, home economics, history, etc., have 
been shown in each of the schools. With proper discus- 
sion of the film beforehand, and correlation with regular 
studies afterward, these film lessons can be made very 
valuable. 


Changes in Teaching Staff 


During the spring term of 1941, Miss Avis Cox term- 
inated her long period of service as teacher on the staff 
of the high school to accept a position at Littleton. Her 
place was filled temporarily by Mrs. Helen Toll, then in 
September a permanent appointment was given to Miss 
Mary-Alyce McCushing of Keene, a 1941 graduate of 
the Teachers’ College there. 

At the close of the school year in June, Elwin Avery, 
teacher of mechanic arts, and Alice V. Smith of Mere- 
dith Center, resigned their positions. There was some 
delay in securing a teacher of shop work due to the fact 
that many men in this field are either in the service or 
employed in defense industries, but we finally secured 
Carlton Howe, a carpenter of many years experience, 
for this position. To the Meredith Center school we 
transferred Shirley M. Avery, who has been teaching 
for the past two years at Robinson Hill. Her place at 
Robinson Hill was filled by Helen B. Connell, a Boston 
University graduate. 

During the present year more changes have taken 
place. Miss Connell resigned at the Christmas vacation 
from the Robinson Hill position, and Wilhelmina Cox 
was transferred from the Dolloff School to fill Miss 
Connell’s place. Katherine Hill resigned in January as 
teacher of home economics, and Miriam Walsh, a 1941 


graduate of Framingham Teachers’ College, has taken 
her place, : 
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Delioff School Closed | 


The Dolloff School has for some time been decreas- 
ing in enrollment, and the school board voted to close 
the school at the time of the Christmas vacation, and 
trnsfer the pupils to the Lang Street School. As noted 
above, the teacher is now employed at Robinson Hill. 


Building Improvements 


The major improvement undertaken this past sum- 
mer was in the home economics department of the high 
school, where space was provided for three unit kitch- 
ens, one using an electric stove, one an oil stove, and one 
a wood stove; each kitchen with adequate sink instal- 
lation and space for cooking utensils. In the sewing de- 
partment, plenty of shelf space for individual knitting 
or sewing projects has been provided, as well as ample 
closet space for hanging garments, with full length mir- 
rors inside the closet doors. 

Other important improvements are the provision of 
electric lights at Robinson Hill, the addition of a heat- 
er and blower unit for the gymnasium, and the instal- 
nee of a lavatory in the first grade classroom at Lang 

treet. 


Items of Interest From Our Elementary Schools 


The first grade pupils express appreciation for the 
new lavatory that comes into frequent use every day. 
This grade, as well as other primary grades has suffer- 
ed from the recent whooping cough epidemic which - 
caused many absences. 

The second grade, which enrolls about fifty pupils, 
has had so much absence on account of sickness that it 
became necessary to employ a helping teacher for the 
balance of this year. A temporary classroom has been 
partitioned off in one end of the recreation room down- 
stairs, where Alice Smith is acting as assistant. 

The second grade class of last spring report special 
interest in the music appreciation work and practice 
with the rhythm band. Some of this work is being con- 
tinued this year. This grade is also working on problems

of good citizenship and many are earning their good 
citizenship pins. Their new picture dictionaries , and the 
educational moving pictures, have been much enjoyed. 

The high spot of the year in grades three and four 
came in June, when these two classes went to see the 
new dam being built at Franklin. The trip included a 
visit to the old and new town of Hill, lunch at Webster 
Lake, a stop at the Bristol dam and ended with a real 
climax—-a visit to the New Hampton fish hatchery. 
Such a field trip is truly instructive as well as enjoyable. 

In addition to the regular routine work, the fifth 
grade is active in many ways. An English club 
meets each Friday afternoon. Most of the class are 
making scrapbooks in connection with United States 
geography, history and the Pan-American countries. 
Nearly ail are interested in some hobby, and some are 
making gifts for the children at the Laconia Hospital, 
while others are knitting for the Red Cross. 

Members of the sixth grade make up the safety 
patrol which helps smaller pupils find their way across 
streets safely at the beginning and close of each session. 
Many of the boys and girls have shown enthusiasm for 
the sixth grade basketball teams. These athletic groups 
have not only been a contribution to the physical wel- 
fare of their members, but have helped raise the schol- 
astic standard of several, since none can play who do 
not attain a passing grade in all studies. 

The children of the Meredith Center School have been 
trying to do their part in the defense of our country. 
In current events, they are making a scrap book of the 
war. Hach pupil brings in pictures and interesting clip- 
pings which are pasted into the book. This scrapbook is 
to be kept in the school as a reference book in years to 
come. One other activity of the year was a “Peep Show.” 
By cutting a small hole in the end of a shoe box to 
peep through, miniature sand tables illustrating histor- 
ical scenes are to be seen within. 

Robinson Hill pupils are getting a real thrill out of 
their first experience with electric lights, which have 
made it possible for them to enjoy motion picture pro- 
grams as the other schools do. 
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Conclusion 


It has been said that teaching may be done to groups, 
of people, but that learning is always done by single in- 
dividuals. Your teachers and superintendent are keen- 
ly conscious of the fact that we are trying to help with 
the education of individual girls and boys, whom some- 
times we do not fully understand, and whose problems 
are not always understood by their fathers and mothers. 
We appreciate the friendly and sympathetic spirit 
which is so generally shown when parents discuss these 
problems with us. Let us continue to work together in 
these difficult times for the good of our children.

The teachers and pupils of Meredith High School join 
me in appreciation of your consistent support, your en- 
thusiastic interest in our activities, and the personal as- 
sistance you frequently so freely give. Particularly are 
we grateful for your excellent cooperation in opening 
your places of business to visits from our classes that 
pupils may benefit by seeing in action theories studied 
in the school. In this way you are extending the facili- 
ties of the school beyond confines of classrooms. The 
opportunity to witness in actual operation the applica- 
tion of principles of study in text and laboratory is of 
immeasurable value as a supplement to instruction 
within the school. The effectiveness of modern second- 
ary education is being increased greatly through this 
cooperative procedure. Today the community is our 
campus. . 


REGISTRATION 


Registration to date in the senior high school is 184 
compared to 142 of last year. The junior high registra- 
tion is 63 and was 59 last year. Attendance in the senior 
high last year was 95.2% compared to 94.2%. last year 
and a state average of 95.2%. Tardiness last year was 
0.6% compared with 0.5% of the previous year and a 
state average of 1.1%. Junior high attendance was 
95.5%, and the tardiness was 0.11%.

SHOP COURSE 


Forty-seven senior high boys and thirty junior high 
boys are enrolled in the shop course this year. Consider- 
able work has been done in the school building as men- 
tioned elsewhere in this report. Assistance has been 
given the Red Cross through construction of some art- 
icles needed, and several items of equipment have been 
made for the Lang Street School. Some of the outstand- 
ing projects constructed by the boys are flat-topped 
desks, ironing boards, lawn chairs, floor lamps, chest 
of drawers and a fish house. Four of the boys are con- 
structing model houses to scale from plans. 


MUSIC DEPARTMENT 


Under the leadership of Mr. Musgrove the school 
band has been making a name for itself. It has contri- 
buted its services at the basketball games both at home 
and away and has been enthusiatically received. Glee 
Clubs of both boys and girls are conducting regular 
weekly practices. These clubs and the band will contri- 
bute to the Pemigewasset Valley Festival Orchestra 
and Chorus which plans its annual concert for early 
April. Instrumental classes are being conducted as in 
previous years. 


Meredith will send selected members from these 
groups to the annual State Music Festival to be held 
sometime in May. G

PHYSICAL EDUCATION AND ATHLETICS ~~~ 


With the exception of the larger city schools very 
little has been done in the schools of the state in the 
way of a regularly established physical education pro- 
gram. Meredith took the lead this year by introducing 
such a program. This program strives to achieve two 
primary objectives. 

One of the cardinal principles of education is the 
worthy use of leisure time. Through invention of labor 
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saving devices, and labor legislation regulating working 
hours we are coming to have more and more leisure 
time. One of our most vital needs is proper training for 
the worthy use of this time. Our physical directors are 
teaching sports and games that are likely to be followed 
after the pupils have been graduated from high school. 
Experience in these sports will provide a valuable means 
of recreation in later years. The sports most popular 
are basketball, baseball, skating, bowling, and skiing. 

A second cardinal objective is health. The country 
has been alarmed because so many of its young men 
have failed to meet the physical requirements for mili- 
tary service. Many of these physical deficiencies may 
be minimized or eliminated through regular forms of 
exercise and instruction in the maintainance of health. 
Our program has been organized to provide such exer- 
cise and instruction to all pupils of the school for two 
one hour periods each week. Equally important is the 
fact that participation in sports turns out youngsters 
who are unselfish, cooperative, and loyal citizens. Gov- 
ernment surveys show that communities that have 
such regular programs have fewer criminals, higher 
morals, a more healthy family life, and a lower death 
rate. 

Miss English is instructing the girls and Mr. Toll the 
boys. 

Meredith High School has again set an enviable re- 
cord in interscholastic sports. Last: spring the boys’ 
baseball team won their first ten scheduled games be- 
fore they tasted defeat. At the end of the season they 
were tied for the league championship with Bristol and 
lost to that team in a bitterly contested play-off game. 
The season’s record of eleven wins and two defeats is 
the best of any Meredith nine. Of that crack team the 
following players were lost by graduation: Robert Pot- 
tle, pitcher ; Gilbert Standish, pitcher; and Aaron Smith, 
outfielder. This leaves a number of veterans to form 
another strong team. 

In basketball the boys won their second Pemigewas- 
set championship in a row. They achieved this by win- 
ning all of their ten league games and making the race 
a run-away. Besides setting back all their league op- 
ponents they won over Laconia twice, Peterborough, 
last year’s state champions, and Belmont. The only de- 
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feat of the season came at the hands of Belmont. Due 
to this record the team achieved an invitation to the 
state tournament at the University of New Hampshire. 
As a reward for this outstanding success the squad was 
feted by the Rotary Club at a banquet and the basket 
ball fans presented them with jackets. Members of this 
year’s squad who will be lost through graduation are: 
Alfred Quirk, Ernest Ladd and Robert Valliere. 

The girls’ team lost a number of close decisions and 
with a little luck might have won the majority of their 
games. From the standpoint of wins and losses the sea- 
son was not successful, but it developed several players | 
who should be outstanding next season. Only one regul- 
ar will be lost through graduation. 


ALUMNI 


The 17th annual meeting was held at the Grange Hall 
June 11,1941. The Loyalty Cup was presented to Gloria 
Batchelder. The following officers were elected for the 
year: 

President, Leon Huntress; vice president, Doris Car- 
ter; secretary, Frances Plummer; treasurer, Corinna 
Maloney. 

Former Headmaster W. J. Nelson and Richard Moul- 
ton of the Antarctic Expedition were the guests of hon- 
or. In recognition of Mr. Moulton’s contribution as a 
member of the Antarctic Expedition the School Board 
voted to award him a diploma. The presentation of the 
diploma by Headmaster Brasier was made during the 
program. 

The Alumni Association is a link which keeps gradu- 
ates in touch with the activities of the school. The stud- 
ent body, teachers, and Alumni working together should 
be a vitilizing agency for the high school. To do this 
effectively the association needs more paid-up members, 


HOME ECONOMICS, 


There are sixty-three girls registered in the home 
economics courses this year. This number includes all 
the junior high girls. 

Through their classes in Foods and Nutrition the 
girls are learning to prepare and serve well balanced, 
adequate meals. They are also having practice in buy- 
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ing food. Through these activities the girls receive 
valuable experience which is helpful in training them to 
become intelligent and economical homemakers. 

At Christmas time the girls made cookies and sent 
many boxes to the boys from Meredith who were sta- 
tioned in army camps in different parts of the country. 
Classes in The Family have successfully completed the 
Red Cross Course in First Aid. The girls are continuing 
their work along this line as a part of their activity for 
national defense by taking a course in Home Nursing. 
Other classes have done considerable Red Cross work in 
making many articles including toddle packs, sweaters 
and other garments. 


NATIONAL DEFENSE 


Preparation for protection against possible air raids 
are being made through practice drills in moving all 
pupils to the safest parts of the building, by the forma- 
tion and drill of a fire squad equipped with a ladder, 
hose, buckets, etc., a first aid squad equipped for emer- 
gencies, and a messenger squad made up of members of 
the Student Council. 

The entire school has joined the Junior Red Cross, 
and several organizations have carried on activities for 
raising funds for the Red Cross. Many of the boys are 
serving as messengers for Air Raid Wardens and the 
Report Center while others have been doing duty as 
observers. Girls are training in First Aid and Home 
Nursing. A survey of available housing was made for 
the Red Cross by the Sociology Class. All boys in the 
physical education classes have received training in 
First Aid. Each teacher is serving in some capacity in 
the Civilian Defense organization. 

Special effort is being made in the intelligent inter- 
pretation of current events that pupils may understand 
clearly the problems facing our country, and that they 
may realize fully their obligations as patriotic citizens.
